In addition to our regular 
services we had to deal with several 
difficult problems, such as the coal 
strike and the Japanese disaster. I 
want to touch briefly on the various 
classes oC our work and will take it 
•op according to bureaus and depart- 
ments.

In our servica to ex-semce men we 


handled a total of 508 cases during 
the course oC the year. When it Is 
realized that tba majority of these 
cases mean many Interviews, visits, 
letters written, 
affidavits 
prepared, 


, phone calli and other services that 
takes of the time of our workers, it 
Is easy to imagine that our home ser- 
vice bureau ha-* been kept quite busy 
-with this branch of work:. Of the total 
cases handled, 385 were classified as 
compensation claims; In-other words, 
ex-service men entitled to some form 
'of government compensation by rea- 
son of dlsabllt'ies received while in 
the serrice. Oae hundred and three 
were cases deiaanding hospital care 
mil medical treatment and 116 voca- 
tional training. All such, cases de- 
mand a great Mcount of time before 
they are settled and the ex-service
